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All Americans who belio\-e in the prin- 
ciples and cherish the ideals of democratic 
Socialism ]ia\-e thrilled with joy over the 
amaziny victory in Great Britain of a 
Labor Party which in its campaign mani- 
festo boldly declared: "We are Socialisty 
and proud of it." What they have won is 
not a victory for the British workers alone. 
Already we have word that the Socialists 
and other democratic elements of war- 
ravag-ed Europe are taking heart for re- 
newed struggle against Communism as well 
as against capitalistic reaction. To us too, 
here in the United States, it offers inspir- 
ation. Whether we are inspired remains 
to be seen. 

Yes, we thrill with joy— but that is not 
enough. We must be spurred to action if 
we are to deaer\-e that joy. 

For nine years we ha\-e been in a difficult position. We felt that it 
was our duty as Socialists to support President Roosevelt in the New Deal 
period and also in the war situation which followed. That need not and 
.should not have prevented us from carrying on a vigorous vear-round cam- 
paign to make converts to the principles of Social Democracv and enroll 
Uiem ni our oi-ganization. It should not, but on the whole it did.

That excuse is passing away. Hundreds of thousands of our fighting 
men have come home, and within a year several million will have re- 
turned. War production is tapering off, and the return toward a normal 
capitalist economy will go on at an accelerating rate. That means the 
renewed need and the renewed opportunit.y for normal Socialist activit.y. 
And normal Socialist activity, whatever else it may mean or not mean 
at one time or another, always means the propaganda of Socialist ideas. 
Without this, all the other activities are meaningless and futile. 

Already before President Roosevelt's death last April, it was clear that 
the conser\'ative (and in part reactionary) elements of the Democratic 
party were repairing ground that they had lost in the New Deal jaeriod. 
In the last four months this process has been going on much faster. What- 
ever "liberal" gestures some Republican politicians may make, their party 
is not going to take up and carry forward the social and labor policies 
of the Rooseveltian Democracy. Whether there will be a new and strong 
"third party" by 1948 is more than doubtful. The conditions which led 
American Social Democrats to suspend independent political action in 
1936 no longer exist. 

In the time immediately ahead millions of men and women are going 
to be disillusioned, bewildered, confused, but actively discontented. Are 
we going to do our duty and help them to think out their problems? Or 
are we going to excuse ourselves by saying "Oh, Socialism is inevitable — 
let's wait for it to come" ? 

The triumph of Social Democracy in Great Britain did not "come"! 
It was earned and achieved by decades of sanefy bold thinking and of 
patient organized action at first by a handful of men and women, then by 
hundreds and thousands and at length hundreds of thousands, who did 
not trust to fate oi* chance; who did not grow weary in times of haz'dsliip 
and defeat nor become intoxicated by partial victories ; who kept on teach- 
ing, inspiring, organizing as best they could from day to day and year 
to year. No, it is not enough for us to rejoice in their triumph. We must 
earn oui' own triumph as they earned theirs. 

And it may be "later than we think." There is no time to be lost. 
Those confusedy discontented masses are not going to wait patiently until 
we get I'eady to bring our message to them. If we delay, both cranks 
and demagogues will get the attention. Our time is now.

"He who sows seed in the minds of men 
must have the eye of a hawk to see where 
it falls, and the vision of a god to discern 
whether its fruit be good or evil." Thus 
read one sentence iu an editorial ol' the 
London Nation in A]n'il, 192;]. 

Whether the lirst international organi- 
zation of the nations will prove fruitful 
in peace for humanity depends not upon 
the mechanism of this great ad\-eiitiire but 
upon the good faith of the member nations. 
Can we hope for this sincere cooperation? 
It would be folly to answer yes or no but 
there ai'e two nations, both totalitarian, 
that are suspects as the nations begin to 
consider the Charter. By Lheii" conduct, the Russian and Argentine des- 
potisms have shown that they are potential agents of misehief. lOither or 
both — unless democratic regimes replace the dictatorships — may upset 
the hopes for intentional control of the evil forces that have almost ruined 
modern civilization. 

One becomes impatient with the radio bi'oadc.asters and editorial 
writers who rebuke every mention of the possibility of failure, especially 
if the Russian dictatorship is the subject of criticism. We are told that we 
must not have a war with Russia. We agree, liut thei-e is one thing 
worse than such a war and that is for us to become an accomplice of the 
Stalin despotism in the enslavement of much of Eastern Europe. 

Already, Estonia, Lat\"ia, Lithuania, Rumania, Yugoslavia, Poland, 
Bulgaria and, probably eastern Germany, have merely exchanged the Nazi 
yoke for the Bolshevik yoke. The Russian despotism, let us not forget, 
is the parent totalitarian regime from which Hitler, Mussolini and Franco 
copied much. Indeed, Russia was the partner of Nazi Germany when the 
war began and Russia receix'ed much of hei- loot and conquests Ibecause she 
was the partner of Hitler. It was because of the Nazi-Bolshevik alliance 
that Hitler conquered Holland, Belgium, Luxumburg and France and came 
very near to crushing Britain and placing the Amei'icas on his hanging list. 
If one outcome of the world war is that Stalin is to enjoy a thief's 
supper at the expense of nearly 70,000,000 people whom he has — through 
sabotage, coercion, diplomatic intrigue, bi'oken promises and military 
power — brought under his ruthless dictatorship, we may be sure that the 
masses thus enslaved will not quietly submit to this treachery and force. 
Throu<>-hout the Balkans and Eastern Europe, millions of slaves to the new 
totalitarianism will yearn and work for the freedom they thought that 
"liberation" would bring. 

Here is the )iew sore spot that will fester for many years to come unless 
the peace conference aids the victims of Soviet despotism to set up their 
own governments free of molestation by any power. 

The international mechanism of peace has been organized. Will it 
also become the mechanism of freedom or will Britain and the United 
States become the accomplices of the new slave-driver of Europe? 

These are questions which must soon be answered if the sacrifices of 
the war are not to mock the living and the dead.

The National Executive Committee of the S.D.F. decided that the 
bn'thday of Debs be celebrated annually throughout the country. The 
last week of November was set aside for this purpose. 

We are still in the throes of a bitter war, wag-ing- a battle a^-ainst a 
base, cruel and bestal authoritarian state, the last of the corrupt and 
diabolic Dictatorships defeated and crushed in five years of devastating- 
war. Hundreds of thousands of our young men have given their lives 
to achieve that victory. Peace and security will not be achieved with the 
crushins- of Japan We will face many problems, national and inter- 
national. They will have to be solved. 

The Communists, as usual, will attempt to confuse the issues facing- 
our country. 1 he house of Communism is full of skeletons hidden in 
closets and a secret to the unwary. Their motto is: Don't let your right 
hand know what your left is doing. The rubbish they peddle, the poison
